of Paris, have sought refuge in such 
places as Aubervilliers, where the large 
majority of the population is composed 
of vi-orkingmcn and others who. if. not 
in sympathy with the anarchists, are_ 
not lilccly to betray those who advocat- 
ed or were suspected o£ holding revo- 
lutionary ideas in politics. 


l!nt gradually the authorities closed 


around a number of suspected anar- 
chists who are employed in the sugar 
refineries at AubervilHers, and Friday 
the.police discovered, hidden in a wa- 
ter-way under the road leading from 
Auhcrvillioi's to Courneuve, twelve tin 
boxes filled with the most dangerous 
kinds of explosives, a case containing 
twelve pounds of pondre verte, twent3' 
pounds of dynamite cartridges, a quan- 
tity of scrap steel and hobnails and a 
reversible bomb ready for use.

In consequence of this discovery the 


police determined to arrest a number 
of the suspected workmen, but the dis- 
cover3r of the store of explosives be- 
came noised about and several of the 
suspected men were enabled to escape. 
The police have, however, taken into 
custody u nutnber/6f suspects. A dan- 
gerous Conspiracy has been nipped in 
the bud.

3. We are •unalterably opposed to a 


union of church and state. 


4. While we unite to protect our 


country and its free institutions, we 
attack no man's religion so long as he 
does not attempt to make it an ele- 
ment of political power.

0. It is in our opinion unsafe and un- 


wise to appoint or.elect to office in this 
country men who owe supreme allegi- 
ance to any foreign potentate or eccle- 
siastical power.

A Stream to Ue Straightened, nnd Thereby 


IMncla Land Kuclaimed. 


CAI,DWKLI,, O., April 13.—Land own- 


ers along the course of Wills creek pro- 
pose to change the drainage of that 
stream. 
In this (Nohle) county the 


bottom lands of Wills creek amount to 
20,000 acres. For the past few years 
these iands have not more than paid 
the tax. Several millions of dollars' 
worth of grain have h«en lost hy the 
overflow of this channel. 


By survey it is shown that two-thirds 


of tho present course can be saved. 
From the Monroe county line, to 
the Guernsey county 
line, by the 


old channel, it is thirty miles. As 
shown by the survey, it can be made to 
run the distance in nine miles. The 
maximum cost would be $1,500 per 
mile, while *20,000 is the cost of the 
entire change, making it cost tl per 
acre for Noble county farmers.

Writer* Thick They Do. 


Many awkward explanations would 


be saved, many a young man wouldn't 
make a ninny of himself while flatter- 
Ing'himself that he is a heroin the 
eyes of some-fair damsel, if he only 
knew of the existence of a little postal 
law relating to letters which postmas- 
ters receive under cover with a polite 
request that they be mailed by htm. 
Yet every month there is received at 
the post office in this city, says the 
Utica Observer, letters from per son sin 
other places with the request that they 
be forwarded. To illustrate: 


Mr. A., who lives in Albany, does 


not care to go to Troy, as he promised 
Mr. B. or Miss C. that he would. He is 
in a predicament, and thinks himself 
hnppily out of it if he can make his 
employer or friend believe that holms 
been unexpectedly called out of town 
in a hurry, and so he sits down and 
writes a clover little letter, dated at 
Utica, N. Y., telling Miss C. that his 
dearest aunt is' seriously ill in this 
city. lie was telegraphed to come im- 
mediately and consequently cannot 
fulfill his engagement for this even- 
ing; is very sorry, etc. Then he in- 
closes it in an envelope, addresses and 
stamps it as usual, and incloses the 
whole in a second envelope with a note 
addressed to thc postmaster in Utica, 
asking him to kindly mail the inclosed 
letter. Of course the postmaster mails 
the letter, but not until heobcys a cer- 
tain postal law which was intended to 
expose such frauds, and when Miss C. 
in Troy received the apology and ex- 
planation the envelope which contained 
it was indorsed in red ink in thisstyle: 
"Received under cover from Albany, 
N. Y., to be mailed at this office, Uticn, 
N. Y., February 23, '04." The lie was 
nailed in red ink on the paper which 
carried it so plainly n-nd undeniably 
that the next time truthful James 
called his reception was not entirely 
unlike an ice harvest in a parlor. The 
government will not allow the mails 
to be used for fraudulent purposes. 


"We receive," said Deputy Post- 


master Phillco, "several of the under- 
cover letters a. week. Sometimes there 
is a note accompanying1 it, saying that 
it is a little joke which the sender is 
carrying1 out. 
Often we believe that 


to be so^—that no harm will come of it; 
but that docs not excuse us from in- 
dorsing them as 'under-cover' letters, 
and they are all marked in that way. 
Other letters we receive without any 
note or explanation—the senders as- 
suming, F suppose, that we know what 
to do with them. We keep a record, 
too, of all such letters which we have 
forwarded by keeping the cover in 
which we received them, with a mem- 
orandum oi the case." 


Another post office official said: "If 


we could read the 'iinder-cover' letters 
which pass through our hands and 
trace them up we would be able to fill 
the newspapers with sensations. Most 
of the 'under-cover' letters received are 
addressed to ladies in male handwrit- 
ing and there is no doubt that deceit 
is intended." 


Ladies receive the most protection 


from this law and it causes most an- 
noyance to men.

A musical troupe 
recently crossing the frontier of Sax- 
ony carried with them a crown of 
laurels awarded them at a triumphal * 
performance.

Totalisateurs are es- 
tablished on all German and Austrian 
race courses. The system is to divide 
all the money invested on the losing1 
horses among those who backed . the 
winner, after deducting1 eight per cent, 
commission for the agency. • There Is 
no cheating1 or welshing1 possible in the 
plan. A ten per cent, duty on win- 
nings was decreed. In France the 
parimutual, a similar system of betr 
ting, is taxed seven per cent., five per 
cent, of which is devoted to the relief 
of the poor.

venturous traveler dies in agony, lit- 
erally consumed with heat from with- 
out and thirst within. 


"Many have beeu known to attempt 


the jourrjey, aud but1 few have been 
known to return. These have gone no 
further than the first lake, and, find- 
ing it salt water, have beaten a retreat. 
The nearest lake has boen reached 
often enough to know that it ebbs and 
flows with the Gulf of California and 
the water is the same, hence it must 
be a part of that body, although sep- 
arated from it by sixty or seventy 
miles of solid earth and a high range 
of mountains. 


"This range was probably at one 


time an island and the Cocapah desert 
the bottom of the sea. I once started 
across the barren waste to investigate, 
but I hart not gone ten miles before be- 
coming completely exhausted, the soles 
of my feet were blistered with heat, 
my brain grew dizzy, I could get no 
air and tlie breath seemed to stop in 
my throat.

POST OFFICE SUPPLIES. 


ami They Ar« 
Va»t Quantities Are Used 


Supplied from Washington. 


All the supplies required by the 


fio.OOO post offices in this country are 
furnished 
from Washington. These 


post offices require six tons of station- 
ery every working day. They consume 
'35,000 pounds of jute wrapping twine 
every week. This twine comes in balls 
and. according to contract, each ball 
has four inches of string sticking out 
of its middle. Thus employes are in- 
duced to start unwrapping from that 
end. 
Formerly they were as apt as not 


to begin with the wrong extremity, 
winding up with a tangle, so that a 
quarter of each ball on an average 
was wasted. 


The 05,000 post offices use up 100 


reams of manilla paper blanks every 
dny. One of these is put on the out- 
side of every package of letters sent 
out from post offices, bearing the name

in many respects, one of the noblesj 
creations of Shakespeare. 


Tho Conspirator and His Too!s. 


When John Wilkes Booth commit- 


ted his great crime vhe was twenty- 
seven vears of age. He was one of the 
idols of the theater-going- public,having 
inherited liis father's remarkable tal- 
ent in a greater measure even than his 
brother Edwin. Being an ardent con- 
federate, the downfall of Lee preyed 
on his mind, and may have produced 
monomania. This would perhaps be a 
proper and charitable view had he 
carried out his evil design syithout 
calling to his aid others who were less 
intelligent 
and 
far-seeing.

Cassius and Brutus conspired they 
called upon their equals in rank and 
opportunities. Booth associated .with

officer that they

After the 
inquest the body was buried in one of 
the cells of the old Washing-ton peni- 
tentiary. There it remained several 
years when it was given to members 
of his family.

Booth himself was made of sterner 


stuff. Five minutes past ten on the 
evening of April 14, 1S05, he entered 
Ford's theater at Washington, where 
President Lincoln was attending a

Holding in' one .hand a re- 
volver, in. the 
other a dagger, he 


opened the door of the box occupied 
by 
the presidential party, 
placed 


the revolver close to the president's 
head and fired the fatal shot. At this 
moment the actor in the man predom- 
inated.

The animal's 
lower jaw dropped, his nose curled 
back, exposing his curving teeth; his 
whole appearance was one of anger. 
Then: "Wnugh!" 


The lion leaped to the end of his 


short chain with a mighty roar. It 
w.as abort and quick, but deep—so deep 
that even those who were anticipating 
it were startled. . The man with the 
flashlight frame 
was not 
startled, 


though. The expression fails to indi- 
cate his sensation. lie was scared. 
Scared badly too. The jump he made 
put out'all the lights on the frame and 
would have insured him a place as an 
acrobat with any circus in the land. 


After the flashlight picture had been 


taken the lion was loosed. lie did not 
want to a bit, but he went back into 
the cage just the same. Thun six men 
carried it to the top of the stairs and it 
was slowVy lowered. This • is thought 
to have been the first time a full- 
grown lion was ever taken into a gal- 
lery.

to distribute twenty- 


five crosses of oilk'ors of the legion of 
honor and 
IKK rosettes of chevaliers of 


tho legion of honor to the still per- 
turbed exhibitors. 
The government, 


according to u Paris letter in the Phil- 
adelphia'Telegraph, sets forth in its 
application to the chamber of depu- 
ties that nearly 4.000 exhibitors figured 
in the French section, and that the 
(/rcuoh display iu Chk'atro was the 
most brilliant this nation has y^t made 
in a foreign laud. Without counting 
the SHO.OOO voU-d by the state for the 
decoration of the French st-clion the 
exhibitors themselves hud cUib'ood to- 
gether aisd raised by private subscrip- 
tion half n million of dollars to add 
to the general decorations in Manu- 
factures hall,.and in that hr.ll alone 
the 
French exhibit was valued at 


over S'XOO.1,000, and moreover, by com- 
mon consent, the French -share of the 
world's fair was voted one of the most

successful exhibits there. 
So much ef- 


fort deserved reward. 
Unhappily the 


American jury was organized in haste 
and very late in thn day, and its exac- 
tions were such that the French gov- 
ernment could only withdraw 
from 


competition 
and 
declaro

French section declined all awards. 
On the other hand, tho financial crisis 
which is still convulsing the United 
States broke out in the middle of June, 
scarcely a fortnight after the opening- 
of the world's fair, and precluded the 
sales on which exhibitors had counted. 
Therefore the government concludes 
that the participants in the success of 
the French section, having received 
neither the benefits of official rewards 
or yet of financial advantages, it be- 
hooves France herself to show her 
gratitude towards her people who, 
without gaining anything by so" doing, 
had so valiantly demonstrated 
her 


artistic and industrial superiority be- 
fore the great continent which is so 
soon to be thrown open to free Euro- 
pean exportation. One of the highest 
grade of crosses of the U-gion'of honor 
is destined to Rosa Bonho'-ir, whose 
pictures made such a sensation iu Chi- 
cago, and whose resolute refusal to 
exhibit in Paris of late years lias de- 
barred her from further recompenses 
than those she has already acquired.

. Somo Casts More Nutritious. 


Some claim that food cooked by 


steam is more nutritious and whole- 
some than cooked in any other inan- 
ner. 
While not agreeing- exactly with 


this statement, I do think that many 
dijhes are "more palatable when cooked 
by steam. In the steain cooker, which 
I have tried and found satisfactory, 
there is a perforated disk which fits 
into the kettle in three different posi- 
tions; this divides the space into }£x 
below, 14 below, or % below the disk, 
according- to Its position. There is also 
an extension tin, top, much like an or- 
dinary steamer, to be used when cook- 
ing large quantities or many kinds at 
once. There is a pipe down one side 
of the kettle, through which the super- 
fluous steain is discharged into the 
stove. No odor from the cooking food 
escapes into the room, for the joint be- 
tween the kettle and cover is sealed 
with water. 


The steamer is large enough for a 


turkey, if tlie bottom of the tin exten- 
sion is removed, which can bedone. For 
an average family potatoes and a pud- 
ding- may be cooked in the kettle with- 
out the tin extension. Dumplings or 
a cottage pudding will cook in twenty 
minutes if the water in the lower com- 
partment is boiling when they are 
placed iu it. 
Very rich puddings con- 


taining suet, etc., require more time. 
Potatoes will cook in thirty minutes, 
and are always nice and meaty. Brcnd 
and raised biscuit are always nice 
when cooked by steam, there being ab- 
solutely no crust at all, but bread 
thus cpoked should be eaten warm, as 
it does not keep moist and tender like 
that baked in the ordinary way. Rice, 
oatmeal and the like are cooked to 
perfection by steam. You do not have 
to stir them to keep them from burn- 
ing, and every kernel is cooked tender 
without losing its shape. The many 
things that can be cooked in a steam 
cooker, from beef tea to'first pre- 
mium canned fruit, cannot be enumer- 
ated liere; but persons procuring a 
Btoam cooker, I am sure, will pro- 
nounce it a "household convenience.

I gave him a hand 
ful of 'caslr (small brass'coin^and he 
howled worse. 
I then picked up a 


stone and hammered the thing to 
gether. The crowd saw ray good in 
tentions, and persuaded the man to le 
me go. whereupon I breathed easier 
They managed, however, to relieve me 
of my field glass and Imndherchic 
which 1 had foolishly carried in mj 
outside coat pockets. .'It was in Tan 
yang that rioters, in 1891,"burned th 
buildings of the Jesuit missionaries 
which had been standing for threi 
hundred years. 


".fust before reaching- Chinchiang a 


mob took me in charge. Thcv com 
palled me to mount and ride throng! 
the crowded .-streets, everybody darting 
into the shops on hearing the cries o 
the crowd to clear the way. I wai 
progressing nicely, but'one of the Chi 
narnen following thought I ought to b< 
going faster and gave me a tremendou: 
shove. Sad to relata, the wheel strucl 
a Chinaman who was unable to getou 
of the way, and he and I and the ma 
chine sprawled over the pavement 
My persecntors viewed this perform 
a nee with a holy, ch.istened joy. Xext 
two Chinamen took it into their head, 
that they eonld ride the bicycle, 
mounted thera in succession, pushe< 
them along a few rxls, and intention 
ally dumped them in the street. 
The 


natives yelled the: iselves hoarse, and 
I might have been responding to en- 
cores for this act yet had I been so 
minded. But I w: s too scared and 
gladly reached the foreign settlement, 
with its macadami: 3d streets, and left 
the pursuing crowd far in the rear. 


"I found easy • heeling along the 


dikes bordering i ie Yang-tis-Kiang, 
and had many ex> .ting and amusing- 
experiences with 
,he natives whom 


f/ha noiseless or :ion-tired machine 
rapidly 'overhauled 
Small donkeys, 


with jingling bells, were quite numer- 
ous. 
I metan elderly Chinaman astride 


a very smali and evidently a nervoas 
donkey. 
The beast feared the wheel 


and, to my horror, jumped down from 
the raised road into a rice field. The 
old man was thrown in a heap. I 
hastily dismounted, thinking he was 
seriously injured, or killed outright. 
Tie strug-glcd to his foet and instantly 
motioned me to ride on, being far more 
anxious to see the strange wheel run 
than about his own hurts. After the 


Id boy had seen mo ride, we grinned 
are wells. 


'Farther on a woman and a small

Lenz's adventures at the Chinese 


inns were always spicy and oftentimes 
exciting. "Iu one instance at a small 
village near Likiang the usual noisy 
crowd followed me into the inn. The 
good-hearted innkeeper besought me 
to stroll up niul down the street, in 
order to pacify tlie curious cx-owcl. 
For an hour 1 was surrounded by Chi- 
nese, all feeling my clothes and gaping 
at me. They would not leave, and 
when I entered the inn all followed. 
The landlord huiulcd me a stick, and im- 
plored mo to whip them out, as if I 
were 
some 
modern 
Hercules. 
So 


afraid are these people of the foreign- 
ers that they ran when I but raised 
the stick. The door was barred, but 
the crowd pushed in the frail brick 
wall. The landlord fairly screamed 
with anger, and a fight seemed inevi- 
table; but it only ended in hot words. 
I almost regetted that I was not camp- 
ing out, instead of being the cause of 
so much trouble. 


"When 
I rolled myself up in my 


blanket and a quilt the crowd lit hist 
left the inn. Then the kind old inn- 
keeper brought rice, fish and tea until 
midnight. Now and then he sorrow- 
fully pointed to the collapsed brick 
wall. In'the morning I paid him five 
hundred cash pieces (about thirtv-five 
cents) for accommodations and 
his 


loss. 
lie was overjoyed at receiving 


these pieces. 
While 
dressing- 
one 


morning at Tongdien I heard the bang! 
bang! of pistol shots. At the roar of 
the inn was 'L crowd of scared Chiiia- 
mon surrounding- my bicycle. One of 
them had pulled out the revolver from 
the luggage which I had forgotten to 
remove before retiring and pulled the 
trigger, luckily without damage. It 
might have fared hard with me had he 
accidentally shot a bystander." 


For a long time nothing was heard 


of Mr. Lenz, and it was generally sup- 
posed that he had been killed by the 


i.rrrr.E CHINESE aim- 


natives, lie arrived in India' at last, 
however, bruised, buttered 
and da- 


spoiled of his ontiit. He had had to carry 
his wheel in a cart much of the way, 
iind it was in such a condition that he 
had to send fora special check to pay 
for the repairs. 
He had met a hare 


fate among a class of the natives who 
were more than ordinarily inclined to 
amuse themselves. 
'The last install- 


ments of Mr. Lena's manuscript have 
been recovered from Kia Kiang ant 
will be reported during the spring and 
early summer.

ping in a little mountain town in Ger- 
many I became acquainted with Chief 
Engineer A. Cfcbharclsbauer, of the im- 
perial German navy. 
lie recalled to 


me that when the ICearsarge fought 
the Alabama ofi Cherbourg anchor 
chains had been placed on both sides 
of the Kearsarge in order to better 
protect the boiler and engines from the 
enemy's fire. 


A long time after the battle, when 


the ICearsarge was lying off the Azores 
islands, the'anchor chains which had 
done such good service were delivered 
over to the care of the United States 
consul at Fayal. They remained- in 
the consular store house until July, 
1STO. 


At this time, just at the outbreak of 


the Franco-German war, the German 
wooden frigate Arcona. arrived at Fa- 
yal. The Arcona-was one of the old 
type o£ wooden war vessels. Mr. Geb- 
hardsbaucr, who was chief engineer of 
the Arcona, was ordered by her com- 
mander to rig up something to afford 
protection for her engine in case the 
Arcona should fall in with a French 
ship, it being the intention to proceed 
to Germany at once. 


In a search for material in the store-' 


house of Mr. Dabney, the United States 
consul, he found the old anchor chains 
of the Kearsarge and immediately se- 
cured them. They were placed on the 
Arcona exactly as they had been on 
the Kearsnrge, and in a short time she 
was ready and sailed for the Father- 
land. 


The Arcona met with ncithur adven- 


ture nor trouble of any kind on her 
homeward voyage, but she remained in 
service, and the chains were kept on. 
her until the close of the war, after- 
ward being turned over to the navy- 
yard at Kiel us old iron. They were 
still there in 18SS, and several indents 
made by the shot from the Alabama 
could still be seen in them- 


The lop book of the Kearsarge does 


not show that the chains were disposed 
of as I have stated. 
No mention what- 


ever is made of the disposition made 
of them. Further, the records of the 
state department contain nothing on 
the subject. 


The facts remain, nevertheless, and 


now that the old ship has gone it 
would seem highly proper that every- 
thing in the way of relics of her 
should be in the possession of this gov- 
ernment. 
Portugal courteously re- 


turned the gun "Long Tom" of the 
n-ig Armstrong and Germany would 
undoubtedly do the same with the 
armor of the Kearsarge.
